than What the timber afforded them: 
The early settlarB%ere universally poor, 
some only having two hors^ or a -yoke 
of oxen and an old wagon ' Such a thing 
as money was seldom seen, our business 
being transacted altogether by trading. 
This was as beautiful a country to look 
at as man ever beheld, the prairies being 
covered 
witk 
bright colored 
flow- 


ers from early spring until the frost 
cauio 
Tho llowers were covered with 


bees, who made a largo amount of honey 
which was obtained by the settlers by 
cutting down the trees in the hollow 
trunks of which the bees made their 
hives. Truly, this was a land of milk 
and honey ' IVo had many inconven- 
iences to contend with, such ns going 
seventy-flvo and eighty miles to mill and 
nbout the same distance foi our salt and 
other heavy articles; and on these jour- 
neys wo hid to cross streams ovei which 
there were no -ferries or bridgea, oftoii 
having to Make log rafts tp ferry our 
goods across 
We would make a raft 


by getting a number of logs together 
aud fastening them by moans of poles 
anil pins, then take our goods out ot the 
w agons and take the wagons apart and 
pile goods and wagon on tlie boat, and 
then with long poles propel the raft 
across the stream, leaving our teams to 
swim across in the rear of the raft 
When we camped out at night we went 
to sleep to the music of howling wolves 
and yelling Indians 
The first mills 


started about Springfield were run by 
horses, and werepooi institutions; but 
they woro all wo bad and people Came 
fioin all parts of tho country to them, 
often having to stay three or four days 
to got two or three bushels of corn 
Kiound, camping out nights. In the 
years 1627 8 9 ana Up to 1881 we had 
powertul revivals of religion under the 
pleaching of Potor Cartwiight and other 
piooeoi preachers, tho people generally 
engaging in the cause of religion, which 
caused peaco aud harmony to prevail 
among us 
In the fall of 1839 my father removed 


fiom Spiingflold to the north side of 
Klckapoo creek (then called Big Grove) 
about halt \v»y between where Atlanta 
and Waynesville are now located This 
territory was then In Tazewell county, 
Pokm being tho county seat. Pekiu 
was then a small town, and foi a short 
time was my homo. I bought goods of 
(Jol Tom Snoll's father, who then had 
a dry goods store there, and Tom was 
u cleik, and when ho stood up straight 
Ills head was even with tho countci. 


THE HOUSES. 


"In the fall of 1832 I removed ,to near 


where Mai ion now stands, that terri- 
tory then bolne in Macon county, DC- 
catur being tho county seat. When I 
moved into my bouse it had one-half 
tlio floor laid with puncheons, and the 
other half no floor In. I used the latter 
half for n corn crib. 
Our outfit for 


housekeeping was not of the finest kind, 
consisting of a dry-goods box for a 
chest, and I made me a splendid table 
and a pair of bedsteads. The table was 
split out of a large black-oak tree and 
hewed smooth on one side with the 
same ax that foiled the tioe, and four 
legs were putin by boi ing holes with an 
auger. The bedstead was made; of three 
poles, tho bark being peeled off ; I then 
bored two holes in one post, which re- 
ceived one end of each rail, and bored a 
hole in the end and side walls of the 
house, which received the other ends of 
tho rails and mado the frame of my bed- 
stead i then I laid a pole along the back 
part of the frame, and my cords were 
split boards riven -with ajroe-*o you 


December and fell until about a foot 
deep and was fine sleighing for a week, 
and then there eamu another full of 
snow about a foot deep, and so on un- 
til it got about three feet deep on, a 
level in the timber, and around the 
outer edge of the groves it was from 
four to twenty feet deep, and turning 
very cold at times 
Several settlers 


from the vicinity of where Clinton now 
stands were over to a mill about two 
miles west of whore Wcyuesville is now 
located. The weather was mild and it 
wa» snow ing fast. They got their grists 
ground and ataited for home. At that 
time there was no house from the tim- 
ber on Kickapoo to Ten mile creek, 
near Clinton, a distance of about twelve 
miles. 
When they got about three 


miles from the Kicltapoo timber it 
snowed 80 fa^t that they could not see 
any distance before them, and their 
team ("two yoke of oxen) gave out, The 
wind changed and they got lost. ' The 
snow was<ftoni two to three feet deep 
and it began to get very cold, and theii 
clothes wer* froze£ hard on them 
They could not see any timber, and did 
not know which way they were going 
"Finally they unyoked their oxen and 
let them go their own way ^One of the 
•oxen stalled on a straight course and
